At Lone Ridge Meeting ‘One Hundred per Cent Signed. 
Other Places Nearly all Signed. Shortage of Con- 
tracts Delayed Work. Meetings Held. 


The voluntary signing up of farmers} J. E. BROWNLEE 


in the wheat pool throughout this dis- 
trict is meeting with ‘almost unani- 
mous approval, and there is little 
reason to doubt that when the final 
returns come out, the farmers of the 
Wetaskiwin district will register a 
percentage as large as any in the 
province, The meetings throughout 
the constituency, conducted by E. BE. 
Sparks, M.L.A., have been largely at- 
tended, There was, for the first few 
days, a shortage of contract forms ow- 
ing to the difficulty of securing them 
from the printers in sufficient number 
to cover the province At the meeting 
in the Lone Ridge Hall on Tuesday 
night 38 coniracts were filled out and 
which represented 100 per cent of the 
_Wheat growers present. This meeting 
was addressed by E. H. Sparks, and 
the conteact wus eaplained by W. J. 
Loggie, K.C. Practically the same en- 
thusiasm wa‘; displayed at Malmo, 
Crooked Lake and all the other meet- 
ings held so far,

Thousands of U.S. Farmers 
Face Bankruptcy, States 
Secretary at Washington 


farmers in the United States will go 
bankrupt with wheat selling at consid- 
erably less than the cost of produc- 
tion, Secretary Wallace of the United 
States department of agriculture, de- 
clared yesterday, while thousands of 
others will be able to hold on only by 
jthe most grinding economy. If the 
present plan of prices on commodities 
‘other than agricultural is to be main- 
tained, he added, then to have general 
prosperity, prices of farm products 
must be increased. 

Kastern railroads could. help by 
making . substantial reductions in 
freight rates‘on agricultural products, 
especially if destined for export, Mr. 
Wallace asserted, pointing out, how- 
ever, that until agriculture, industry 
and commerce are brought into more 
Wicule “agricul: 
tural problems will develop, one after 
|the other,” 

“The ruinously low price of ;wheat 
is now a new agricultural disease,” 
said the secretary in a statement. “It 
is just one more acute symptom of the 
general trouble from which agricul- 
ture is suffering, The disease itself 
is the distorted relationship between 
prices of farm products and prices of 
other commodities. 

“The sooner the people engaged in 
commerce and industry frankly re- 
cognize the trouble, the better it will 
be for all of us. The farmer could 
get along fairly well with the prices 
of what he has to sell, if prices of 
what he has to buy were down, accord- 
ingly. But prices of other things re- 
main higher,”

24,000 APPLY FOR 
SOLDIER INSURANCE} 


Ottawa, Aug. 21.—During last week 
there were received 1,014 paid-up ap- 
plications for insurance under the Sol- 
diers’ Insurance act, the value involy- 
ing $2,535,000. In addition 500 inquir- 
ies approximately are being received 
daily, the inquiries being for new. or 
additional insurance. The extension 
of time for filing application granted 
last session expires September 1. 

Up to the present time from the 
commencement of the act, the depart: 
ment has received 24,000 applications 
with an insurance value of $60,000,000.

MYSTERIOUS NIGHT

NEVER BEYOND _ 
PALE OF JUSTICE 


The departure a few days ago of 
two small parties for northern Canada 
explains why, even to the farthest 
confines of the Dominion, the pioneers 
ins all lines of  industry—farming, 
ranching, mining or trading—are able 
to carry on their work without let or 
hindrance and to lay down at night in 
safely.

Everyone Seems Satisfied jof a judge, a prosecuting counsel, 


Recent egg grading regulations are 
being put rapidly into effect although 


the egg market is past and supplies 
are drying up for this season but the 
trend is all towards a demand on the 
part of the consumer for graded eggs 
if higher quality and“the producer’ is 
evidently trying to take advantage of 
this by selling where he can get a 
premium on his better grades.  Ac- 
cording to a survey made, the: whole- 


sale dealer, retailer, producer and | 


congumer seem generally well pleased 
with results so far obtained. 

On the city markets, better quali- 
ties of graded eggs are appearing on 
the tables. With all offerings there 
are cards plainly stating the grade 
and as a result there is a growing-ten- 
dency to select the better qualities. 
Yet, according to several grocery 
clerks, queried, recently, customers 
seem slow to change thdir style of or- 
déring eggs, generally calling merely 
for “fresh” eggs or “cooking” eggs, 
and leaving the rest to the grocet’s 
judgment. Grocers bound to give sat- 
isfaction to their customers, are or- 
dering “fresh firsts” almost exclusive- 
ly at present, said one large distribu- 
tor. 

Cold storage men hail with delight 
the new regulations that classify 
eggs kept at au temperature of 40 de- 
grees and under as “stored” eggs, 
leaving the others largly in the fresh 
class, 
ported eggs and various ungraded 
eggs except under proper Canadian 
government grades, the stigma will be 
removed from “stored” eggs. Poor 
eggs of all kinds will not now be able 
to ‘be put on the market under misre- 
presentation. as storage eggs but re- 
sults from this will not be felt until 
next winter, 

From retailers there is a growing 
demand for eggs through regular 
trade channels to obviate the neces- 
sity of candling and grading, accord- 
ing to some of the larger distributors 
in the city.. Retailers thus save time 
spent in, handling lots of ungraded 
eggs which must of necessity be can- 
dled before resale. 

Shipment of eggs from the country 
points is thus naturally directed — to 
concerns in the city with facilities for 
candling, grading and distribution ac- 
cording to information obtained from 
the trade. The regulations do not in- 
terfere with sales direct from produc- 
er to consumer which may be ungrad- 
ed or otherwise according to private 
arrangement. but this is of necessity 
a small portion of the trade-in eggs.

The eastern party will try- the  al- 
leged murderer of Robert Janes, a 
Newfoundland trader, who was killed 
in March, 1920, near Cape* Crawford, 
on the west shore of Hudson's Bay. 
The western party will try the allleg- 
ed perpetrator of several murders in 
and near the Kent peninsula and Cor- 
onation Gulf in 1921 and 1922, A 
disturbingly large number of murders 
have happened in-.recent years among 
the Eskimo, and it i advisable — to 
impress upon these people the sanctity 
of human life. » 

These two parties are being sent out 
thousands of miles to give a fair trial 
to ignorant and uncivilized natives. 
The men will be tried according to 
due process of law and they will be 
defended just as though they lived in 
any of the organized provinces. The 
proceedings will be interpreted and 
explained to the natives who assemble 
at the trials and it will be made plain 
to them that the wrong doer will be 
punished whether he be white man or 
native. Viewed as individual trials 
these will of course, be expensive, be- 
cause of the immense distances over 
which the courts must travel, but con- 
sidering the security which this course 
brings to thousands of people scatter- 
ed over a quarter of a continent the 
total result is in every way most cecon- 
omical as well as just. 

But the remarkable thing to those 
to whose attention such matters are 
brought for the first time is not that 
the government of Canada should con- 
duct these trials—that has always 
been the practice—but that on the 
shores of the Arctic Ocean or Davis 
strait there should be posts of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, oc- 
cupied by perhaps two men, an¢ that 
from one of these posts a constable 
should go out to a point five hundred 
or eight hundred miles distant, should, 
single handed, conduct an_ investiga- 
tion, recover the remains of a murder- 
ed man, hold an inquest, arrest the 
suspected person, and bring him ae 
to the post for trial. This is all in

Harvest Help Arriving

During the week end about 
1400 more arrived in the province and 
are being placed -this week. Two 
more excursions from the east, one on 
the 21st and the other on the 25th, 
will bring a large number. Manitoba 
is now through its harvesting season, 
and those harvest hands now arriving 
from the east will come to Alberta 
and Saskatchewan.

SPEAKER SAID GOVT. 
DID NOT WISH TO ACT 
AS BAR TENDERS HERE 


The prohibition forees from all 
quarters of the provincial Camrose 
constituency assembled in Camrose on 
[uesdey to set up the organization 
for the campaign culminating on Nov- 
j ember 5. At the afternoon session 
which took place in the Methodist 
church, the Rev. W. H. Irwin, presi- 
ident»of the Social Service Council of 
Alberta, gave’ a lucid explanation of 
the ballot and the preferential system 
of voting. J. D Saunders was elected 


president of the campaign organiza- 
tion and the other offices were dis- 


itributed among the leading citizens of 
ithe town. and district. 

A large rally which-filled the town 
hall to capacity was held in the even- 
ing at which addresses were delivered 
by J. W. H. Williams, chairman of the 
Edmonton committee, and Rev. W. H. 
Irwin, of Wetaskiwin. 

Mr. Williams stressed the — efforts 
of prohibition in decreasing crime 
land increasing’ school attendance. It 
has made better 
and hence’ better children, declared 
the speaker. He dwelt on the modera- 
(tionists’ favorite personal liberty ar- 
igument, quoting Aaron Sapiro to the 
jeffect..that if the wheat pool. was to 
ibe a success 50 per cent of the western 
farmers would: have to. sign/away, their 
liberty to sell their wheat as they 
chose for a period of five years. Citi- 
zenship involves the loss of some per- 


; soncy liberties in the furtherance of 
welfare of the mass. He showed 
that the good results of the moderation 
policy claimed by the moderationists 
never resulted elsewhere where their 
plans were adopted. 

Mr. Irwin dealt more specially with 
the question of government control. 
He held that it was not the function 
of a government to act as bartender 
for the liquor interests of the world. 
If the government needed a rake-off, 
he said, let them control the railways 
or take over a\ legitimate and neces- 
sary business. No government could 
enter the liquor business and keep 
clean. He quoted the members — of 
our own government as not wanting it 
working against it, and hoping that 
it would not be wished upon them. 
That the Supposed profits accruing to 
the government is a “bogey” he proy- 
ed from charts which set -forth the 
financial and business conditions in 
that-province. Only one province in 
Canada, he held, had a chance to ex- 
press itself on government sale after 
an experience with it and that pro- 
vince voted it out by a majority of 
73,000, the largest majority ever polled 
on any question in any province in 
the Dominion. 

The audience showed ils sympathy 
and determination by making a sub- 
stantial contribution. to the cain- 
paign funds,

“Instructions to Salesmen” by some 
of the grocery and spice firms whose 
agents travel the country selling by 
retail, show some racy methods of sell- 
ing goods. The Salesman’s Manual 
says: 

“Teas, coffees, spices, extracts, bak- 
ing powder, molasses, jains, toilet soap 
machine. of], paints, axle grease, can 
be truly called “cream of the trade”, 
and if you cannot sell a large percent- 
age of these lines you are sure to 
meet with failure. Be sure and follow 
these instructions :— 

1. Quote leaders, such as sugar and 
other staple lines that most people 
know the value of, at cost, or even at 
a loss, in order to create a good im- 
pression. 


leaders as small as possible. lor in- 
stance, if a customer wishes two or 
three bags of sugar, tell him that the 
price is apt to go down and ,that he 
should not buy too much; if you are 
using rice, beans or other cereals as 
leaders and there is a danger of the 
customer buying heavily, advis2 him 
not to do so, as the goods may be- 
come mouldy or spoil if bought in 
large quantities. 

3. Induce your customer to order 
as large quantities of tea, coffee, ex- 
tracts, baking powders, spices, ete., 
as possible as here is where you 
make a large profit and cover up your 
losses on your leaders. 

4, Sell black pepper at a low price 
because it is likely that your custom- 
er will know the usual price and will 
believe thst, your other spices are 
cqually saod yalue, 

5. Induce customer to order large 
quantities of other spices, at least one 
pound of each, but quote price 
by the ounce in order that the price 
may appear low. For instance, 16 
ounces of Jamaica ginger at 4 cents 
per ounce seems less than a pound at 
64 cents, 

6. Sell large quantities of Zlivoring 
extracts, and use same tactics as with 
spices, viz: quote them by the ounce. | 

7. Work the ‘sandwich’ system—- | 
quote one or two leaders and then a 
profitable line; then another eadery| 
which = will convince your customer 
that your prices are all low. | 

8. Try and convinee your customer | 
that the lines you handle are of su-! 
perior quality, and pure; infer that 
a large portion of the groceries sold 
by loeal stores ar adulterated,
